Mills was traced by the Portsmouth 
aulhorltlen to near Roibe, Ohio, where 
on SaVurday night he Is aaid to have 
broken into and robbed a residence. 
He was traveling down the Ohio river 
In a amall red John boat. This boat 
with Its one passenger was seen to 
pass down the Ohio past the East 
end of the city about 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning and It Is Bupposed he 
landed at the local wharf and remain- 
ed here until about 3 o'clock, when he 
pulled aoroiB the river and on the 
Ohio side he traded his red John boat 
tor a larger one, In which he was 
traveling when arrested. He was seen 
about the North Shore beaoh about 4 
o'elook Monday afternoon by a resi- 
dent of the^Ohlo side who came to 
llayiville in his skUt. 'When the Ohio 
gMtleman landed on this side he was 
met by the Deputy Sheriit, who was 
traveling in a motor boat He de- 
scribed the escaped convict and the 
Ohio man told of Just passing him be- 
low Aberdeen. The sheriff struck out 
In bla gasoline bmit aud soon overtook 
Mills and placed him under arrest re- 
turning in the motor bOBt to Ports- 
mouth with him. 

Mills has a reputation of being a 
profemlonal robber having been In 
the Portsmouth Jail for having robbej 
a Jewelry store In that city several 
weeks ago. The other two prisoners 
who escaped with Mllla from the 
Portsmouth Jail ara still at large and 
an eOOrt Is being made to locate them 
In tbfa seotlbn, it '^Ing thought that 
they too might have come in this di- 
rection. They were not traveling with 
Mills, however, who was making the 
trip down the river by himself in a 
small John boat which he Is supposed 
to have stolen In the Rome neighbor- 
hood.

That means 
if tliey jiaid eleven cents ami the 
frelKlit was L'.^ cents a hundred ponndfi, 
tlie cost was UiL'.'i cents and they 
could sell at 12.75 without violating 
Attorney General Palmer's Injunction 
not to exceed a cent and a half profit, 
even though their selling, price was 
1% centa more than the maximum of 
cloven centa which he named. 

The retail grocer. In other words, 
can disregard the eleven cent price 
and add thi maximum profit of a cent 
and a half to whatever he pays for the 
sugar, plua the freight as In the case 
of grocers In the country. The eleven 
cent maximum as the price to the 
consninor cainuit he Insisted upon for 
the reason that it is inequitable and 
would allow one retail grocer more 
profit than another. ilependlnK on his 
location from the source of supply, 
owing to the fact that some grocer.^ 
would not have to pay any freight 
while others would be called upon to 
pay as much as a dollar a 100 pounds 
and sometimes more.

AW sponaora 
and maids— In fact, anyone who is 
connected with the reunion in any of- 
llolal way— can get the cheap rate. 

In the case of sons or grandsons of 
Oonfedorate veterans, they must be 
memben In good sundlng of a Sons 
(tf Veterans oamy In the south, before 
the esrUflcato of ellgtblltty bill be 
given them. Others may procure the 
oertHlfistes by conununtcntlng with 
tiMir 'camp, AeiAitmental or division 
oonunander, or with Mr. Forrest, at 
vreualon beadqnarters. Room 602 
Chamber of Commerce building, At- 
lanta. 

These certiflcates must be presented 
when tickets are purchased. The wide

The Cincinnati Bnqttim talla the 
folowing story of the murdar ot Mrs. 

Con Quiltoyle and the suicide ot her 
husband in Cincinnati Monday: 

Instead ot preparing today to an- 
swer the call ot the school bell nest 
week. Alma and Adelaide Oultoyle, 13 
and 7 years old, 'respectively, mourn 
their mother and father, both victims 
of a domestic tragedy enacted yester- 
day. 

The mother, Mrs. I'na Gullfoyle, 32 
years old, 7 Park Row, Mt. Auburn, 
was shot and killed when in her home 
by her husband, Con A. Gullfoyle, 38 
years old, a foreman at the Proctor & 
Qamble Company plant, who then end- 
ed his lite by Uring a bullet through 
his head. Mrs. Quiltoyle was washing 
clothes, which her daughters expected 
to wear to school next Monday, when 
her husband, from whom she had been 
separated, entered the house. 

"Were you out last nightT" Ottil- 
foyle was heard to say. 

Then came the shots. One bullet 
passed through the wife's left temple 
and she foil dead. Two more missed 
her body. Gullfoyle then fired two 
bullets Into the back of^hls head. He 
died shortly thereafter at General 
Hospital. 

Upon seeing Gullfoyle enter the 
house ,Mrs. Martlia Weaver, his moth- 
er-in-law, started down a stairway to 
stop him, but the younger Gullfoyle 
child had told her father where her 
mother was at work. Bsaminatton ot 
the room indicated Mrs. Quiltoyle had 
tried to escape from her husband by 
plunging through a glass door. 

The wife had been working as night 
cashier in a down-town restaurant 
since the separation. Quiltoyle had 
been living at 229 West Court street 
for two months. Last Saturday night 
Gullfoyle took his children to a pleas- 
ure resort. The following night ho 
visited his wife and almost choked her 
to death, accusing her of having asso- 
ciated with other men, It was said. 

Coroner Bauer was informed Mrs. 
Gullfoyle had filed a suit for divorce 
and that Gullfoyle had been paying $C 
a week temporary alimony for the 
care ot his children. The Quiifoyles 
were natives of Eastern Kentucky. 

Records in Domestic Relations Court 
show Mrs. Quilfoyle's su:t for divorce 
was filed January 27 If.st, gross ne- 
glect and cruelty being charged. The 
case was heard in April and taken un- 
der advisement, but no entry, either of 
divorce or of dismissal, has been made.

At the regular nioetiiiK of City

It Is expected that 
during their investigations the Li- 
cense committee will call in the busi- 
ness men for conferences and several 
such conterencea will probably be 
held during the coming month.
